i Average daily attendance cost 
If for Sierra Madre grammar school 
' pupus last year was |9ti.67 com¬ 
pared to $104.18 for the previous 
year, according to flgu.es re¬ 
ceived by Edwin W. Ward, Jr., 
president of the school board, 
from the Los Angeles County au¬ 
ditor. These figures include the 
cost of educating children for the 
average daily attendance, witn 
the exception of capital outlay, 
and the definite decrease of $7.51 
is due to instJUlation of the 7 th 
grade last fail, thereby keeping 
approximately 40 pupils in Sierra 
Madre, Instead of sending them to 
Pasadena schools. With the new 
8tJh grade inaug;urated this month. 
It is fully anticipated that the 
a.d.a. will drop down near the 
$80 mark. 

‘“These figures show a nice sav¬ 
ing,” said Mr. Ward, "when you 
take Into consideration tne fact 
that over 400 pupUs attended 
school last year.’’ 

Only a few Sierra Madre child¬ 
ren are attending 7 th and 8th 
grade at Woodrow Wilson. The 
local school is offering a program 
comparable In every way wit., the 
courses offered in Pasadena, and 
at a considerable saving in the 
way of taxes, as well as greater 
benefit to children who are able 
to remain at home for the two 
upper grades.

This reading Is 
also 20 feet below that of 159 
I feet for the same week In Sep¬ 
tember last year, and Is undoubt¬ 
edly due to light rainfall this 
winter. Whether or not the torrid 
streak has had anything to do 
with the low water level Is 
something else—but Ice water In 
homes, cafes and soda fountains 
has disappeared at an alarming 
rate, and Sierra Madrexns every¬ 
where are sprinkling lawns and 
wetting roofs to hold down the 
heat. Inglewood and other towns 
notified citizens to atop sprink¬ 
ling lawns and gardens until fur¬ 
ther notice "If you wish to con¬ 
tinue drinking and bathing." 

But there’s nothing to worry 
about in Sierra Madre. The water 
level has often been as low In re¬ 
cent years.

Most Important Rei;ulate 
Speed, Passing, Parking, 
Lights And Pedestrians 

Among the hundreds of new 
laws that became effective in 
Callforia Tuesday were 116 af- 
fecUng motorists. While for the 
most part they are amendments 
to previous enactments, some are 
vitally Important. Those of great¬ 
est interest to car owners are 
summarized as follows: 

New parking law—The regis¬ 
tered owner of an illegally parked 
vehicle is made answerable for 
the violation. It is provided that 
proof that a vehicle was parked 
in violation of a parking regula¬ 
tion, together with proof that the 
defendant was at the time the 
registered owner, shall be prima 
facie evidence that he commit¬ 
ted the offense. The owner's 
right to present evidence that he 
did not commit the violation is 
not impaired. The principal effect
